AHAZ’S PERSISTENT WICKEDNESS. 


II. Chron. 28: 19—27. 

GonpEN Text:—‘‘And in the time of his 
distress did he trespass yet more against the 
Lord: this is that king Ahaz.”—22. 

Torrc.—‘*Woe unto the wicked! It shall 
be ill with him; for the reward of his hands 
shall be riven him.”—Is. 3: 11. 

RUINED BY SIN. 

Brought Low by Sin (19).—‘** This is that 
King Ahaz.” ‘The king whose life we are 
now to have under examination was so pre- 
eminently weak and wicked among the 


| kings of Judah that the sacred historian 


sarcastically refers to him in the words we 
have quoted; 22. Some men are known 
after death by the good deeds that they did, 


some by their laudable successes ; other be- 


come famous for their evil deeds and for 
their failures. In the latter class, Ahaz is 
to be ranked. He had splendid opportuni- 
ties for achieving distinction. It is not the 
young man who starts best in life that al- 
ways comes out best in the end. The very 
things that should be one’s means of ad- 
vancement are sometimes the means of 
one’s ruin. ‘‘The prosperity of fools shall 
destroy them.” Often it is far better fora 
young man to have his strength increased 
by a hand-to-hand struggle with adversity 
than to have it sapped by luxury. The one 
makes a sturdy, self-reliant, manly man— 
the other a flabby, dependent, whimpering 
atom of impotence, the easy prey of sharp- 
ers and of those who lie in wait for souls. 
The same prophet exclaimed: ‘*Woe unto 
them that are mighty to drink wine, and 


men of strength to mingle strong drink.” | 


Perhaps Ahaz was a fast young man. It is 
quite likely that in youth he sowed ‘‘wild 
oats,” the harvest of which he never got 
through reaping. Had he been an exem- 
plary youth he would have been a better 
man. And he had every reason to be; for 
his grandfather, except in the matter of his 
one great offense, had set for him a good 
example—and the punishment for that one 
trespass should have been more influential 
for good, even, than all the rest of his life 
beside. And then there was the quiet, con- 
sistent, worshipful life of his father, who, 
avoiding the transgression of Uzziah, ‘‘pre- 
pared his ways before the Lord his God.” 
Ahaz was the son of a good father, and the 
father of a still better son—a blotch of mud 
between two diamonds—rebuked by the 
characters and the examples of each. No 
one ever takes a headlong plunge into wick- 
edness. The venture is gradual. Look at 
his punishment.. ‘Sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death.” If Ahaz only had 
been driven back to the right paths by his 
punishments, instead of endeavoring to es- 
cape the strokes by rushing still farther 
from them, history would not through the 
centuries have pointed its immovable finger 
of scorn at the figure of that unhappy ruler, 
saying: ‘*T'his is that king Ahaz!” 

Distressed by Sin (20, 21).—Read the 
history. 

Persisting in Sin (22-25).—Irreligion and 
all false religions sow the seeds of dissolu- 
tion and anarchy wherever they may hap- 
pen tobe. A live Christian church in a 
desperate neighborhood is worth more than 
a regiment of soldiers. ‘Take it away, and 
life and property would soon cease to be 

i regarded. The next count in the indiet- 
ment against Ahaz is that he shut the doors 
of the temple. For the first time in nearly 
three hundred years the people had no open 
temple. There had been wicked kings, 
kings that had dared to do acts of profana- 
tion, but none had even conceived of an 
outrage so impious as this. In his lifetime, 
short though it may be, one man may do 
irreparable injury to his own generation 
and to others succeeding his. The greatest 
mischief that Ahaz did to his time was, not 
that in a few brief years he lost the territory 
that his father and grandfather had won and 
bequeathed unto him; that he had become 
the spoil of the nations round about; that 
he had reduced the nation from unexam- 
pled prosperity to indigence, and from su- 
premacy to vassalage—it was not in the in- 
jury done to the kingdom of Judah, though 
| that was great, that he did the keenest in- 
justice to his age, but it was in the evil that 
he did to the kingdom of God in Judah. 
The damage done to the material prosperity 
of a nation may be repaired, that done to 
the souls of men, never. 

Disgraced by Sin (26, 27).—The people of 
Judah had a most singular way of passing 
upon the character of their kings after they 
were dead. None but good kings, those 
who had been faithful followers of the true 
God, were allowed burial in the sepulchers 
of the kings. By what process of trial 
judgment in each case was reached, we are 
not informed. But the judgment was inex- 
orable however reached, ‚And this final 
honor was denied, no matter how much the 
people had shared in the sin of the dead 
king. Here was a solemn court before 
which the body of the deceased king ap- 
peared and was judged for the deeds it had 
done while it was tenanted. Before this 
tribunal the boay ef Ahaz was summoned, 
and it passed upon it the sentence of exclu- 
sion, though all the land was still full of 
the altars and the high places he had set 
up, and before which the people were still 
bowing in gratified worship. No one had 
a good word for the dead. His name was 
despised even by those whose lust for idola- 
try he had satisfied. He was known to all 
history as ‘‘that king Ahaz.” His very 
name became a by-word and a reproach. 
Even among evil doers themselves ‘‘ the 
memory of the just is blessed, but the name 
of the wicked shall rot.”

Once she was sent to reduce to 
order a school of savage young men, who 
thrashed their teachers and turned them 
out. Her advent was enough to make them 
meek as lambs, all save one young man of 
21, handsome and curly haired, and who re- 
garded himself as a privileged character. 
He began to cut up one day before the girls, 
whereupon, in the twinkling of an eye, the 
handsome giantess bowed him across her 
knee and spanked him with her ruler. The 
boys laughed, the girls tittered, and that 
was the end of that young man’s pranks.

Prof. Estabrook is holding successful | 
revival meetings at Stony Creek. yi 
On the 22d, Miss Kahler read an essay 
on the subject of ‘‘ Memorial Days.” It is 
said to be the best that has been read from 
the Normal stage for years. a 
Warren F. Pattison, son of the editor of 
the Commercia, has gone to the Agricul- 
tural College, at Lansing, carrying first-class 
testimonials of his standing as a student 
and fidelity to his studies. $ 
The question, ‘Resolved, That pioneers 
require more courage than soldiers,” was 
discussed in Normal Lyceum, February 22d. 
Mr. Campbell lead on the affirmative. He 


regarded the term pioneer in its widest a 


sense, and as applied to anyone who endures 
hardships to prepare the way for the acqui- 
sition of knowledge as well as of property. 
His principal points were in showing that 
the struggles of the pioneer were lifelong, 
and those of the soldier only momentary ; 
and, as illustrated in the life of Galileo, it 
requires more courage to encounter the 
scorn and threats of the world than to meet 
a foe in an open field. Mr. Moorman, lead- 
ing the negative, was not willing to accept 
Mr. Campbell's wide application of the term 
pioneer, claiming that it was only meant to 
apply to early settlers. He argued from the 
Biblical use of the term courage, and as it 
generally denotes the quality which leads 
men to meet the dangers of war without 
fear or shrinking, a pioneer’s success does 
not depend upon his courage. Mr. Chap- 


man next took the floor, saying that he fee 
would ‘net attempt to quibble on the defini- 


tion of words, but would confine himself 
strictly to the true spirit of the question. 
He wished, however, to make a sharp dis- 
tinction between true courage and the mere 
animal quality of bravery. His arguments 
favored the affirmative of the question. 1st, 
By showing the twofold claim that pioneers 
have to our respect. 2d, That in war it is 
not true courage alone that prompts the 
soldier to hazard his life; but, lead on by 
the excitement of battle, he becomes uncon- 
scious of his danger.. Mr. Haug next spoke, 
favoring the negative of the question. His 
arguments were arranged in a regniar, syllo- | 
gistic form, taking as his major premise, 
that the greater the sacrifice the greater the 
courage required. ‘The minor, that no man 
can make a greater sacrifice than that of his 
life. Hence no greater courage can be re- 
| quired than that which is required for ths 
sacrifice of life. There are numerous in- 
stances in which soldiers have consciously 
sacrificed their lives; hence no one requires 
more courage than the soldier. He conclu- 
ded by saying that the burden of proof res- 
ted upon the affirmative, and that the ques-. 
tion, as stated, requires them to prove that 
the pioneer requires more courage than the 
soldier. Miss Rice next read an essay on 
the affirmative. She handled the subject in 
an agreeable manner, showing the long years 
of toil and self-sacrifice necessary to change 
the forest to its present state of cultivation. 
The discussion of the evening was conclu- 
ded by an able essay on the negative by Miss 
Ida Shotwell. She stated: that the soldier 
could not, like the pioneer, take his family 
with him; but must bid adieu to family and 
friends in battling for the interests of his 
country. She closed by reciting an extract 
from Tennyson's ‘Charge of the Light

Cardinal Giachimo Pecci, the Pontifical 
Camerlengo, has been elected Pope. Car- 
dinal Pecci is an Italian. He assumes 
the title of Leo XIII, 


A dispatch from Rome says the opera- 
tions of the sacred conclave culminated 
in a ballot taken Wednesday morning, 
between L0 and 11 o’clock, in the election 
of Cardinal Joachim Pecci, who assumes 
the title of Pope Leo XIII. The conclave 
has been in session since Monday eve- 
ning, and as only two ballots daily have 
been taken Cardinal Pecci was chosen on 
the third ballot. The moderates hesitated 
between Cardinals Franchi and Pecci, but 
the conflicting elements became harmon- 
ized, and ther>sult was the election of the 
latter. The announcement to the people 
was made with the prescribed formalities 
and ceremonies from the Vatican, and 
created intense excitement, although it 
had been accepted as a foregone conclu- 
sion that an Italian Cardinal would be the

lot Cardinal Pecci received 36 votes, which 
was five short of the requisite two-thirds 
majority.

| dinal Pecci, the example being followed 
by others. Cardinal Pecci’s election was

A special dated Constantinople, Wed- 
nesday, reports that the Czar has tele- 
graphed that the Russians will occupy 
Constantinople ifthe Turks continue to 
delay signing the terms of peace, which 
include the cession of Armenia and the 
surrender of the Turkish fiset. Many 
Turkish deputies have been arrested and 
sent into exile, 


A telegram from Athens reports that 
the Turks occupied Platono this morn- 
ing, and burned a portion of the town.

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THE NATIONAL PARTY. 
The National Convention which met 
at Toledo on the 22d of February was a 
large and enthusiastic gathering. It 
adopted the following: 


WHEREAS, Throughout our eprtire 
country the value of real estate is depre- 
preciated, industry paralyzed, trade de- 
pressed, business incomes and wages re- 
duced, unparalielled distress inflicted 
upon the poorer and middle ranks of 
our people, the land filled with fraud, 
embezzlement, bankruptcy, crime, suf- 
fering, pauperism and starvation; and, 

WHEREAS, This state of things has 
been brought about by legislation 
in the interests of, and dictated by 
money lenders, bankers and bondhold- 
ers; and, 

WHEREAS, While we recognize the 
fact that men in Congress connected 
with both the eld political parties have 
stood up manfully for the rights of the 
people, and met the threats of the 
money power and the ridicule of an 
ignorant and subsidized press, yet 
neither the Republican nor the Demo- 
cratic parties in their national policies 
propose remedies for the exis.ing evils, 
and, 

WHEREAS, The Independent Green- 
back party, and other associations more 
or less effective, have been unable hith- 
erto te make a formidable opposition to 
old party organizations; and, 

WHEREAS, The limiting of the legai 
tender quality of Greenbacks, the 
changing of currency bonds into coin 
bonds, the demo.etization of the silver 
dolar, the excepting of bonds from tax- 
ation, the contraction of the circulating 
medium, the proposed forced resump- 
tion of specie payments, and the prodi- 
gal waste of the public lands, were 
crimes against the people, and as far as 
possible the results of these criminal 
acts must be counteracted by judicious 
legislation ; 

therefore, we assemble in National 
Convention and make a declaration of 
our principles and invite all patriotic 
citizens to unite in an effort to secure 
financial reform and industrial emanci- 
pation. 

Lhe organization shall be known as 
the National Party, and under this 
name we will perfect, without delay, 
National, State and local associations to 
secure the election to office of such men 
only as will pledge themselves to do all 
a their power to establish these princi- 

es: 

First—It is the exclusive function of 
the General Government t) coin and 
create money and regulate its value. 
All Bank issues designed to circulate 
as money should be suppressed. The 
circulating medium, whether of metal 
or paper, shall be issued by the Govern- 
mentand made a full legal tender for 
all debts, duties and taxes in the United 
States, at its stamped value. 

Second—There shall be no privileged 
class of creditors—official salaries, pen- 
sions, bonds and all other debts and ob- 
ligations, public and private, shall be 
discharged in the legal tender money of 
the United States, strictly according to 
the stipulations of the laws under which 
they were incurred. 

Third—That the coinage of silver be 
Seti upon the same footing as that of 
gold, 

Fourth—Congress shall provide said 
money adequate to the full employment 
of labor, the eauitable distribution of its 
products and the requirements of busi- 
ness, fixing aminimum amount per cap- 
ita to the population as near as may be, 
and otherwise regulating its volume by 
wise and equitable provisions of law, so 
that the rate of interest will secure to la- 
bor its just reward. 

Fifth—It isinconsistent with the genius 
and spirit of popular Government that 
any species of private property should be 
exempt from bearing its just share of the 
public burdens. Government bonds and 
money should be taxed precisely as other 
property, and a graduated income tax 
should be levied for the support ofthe 
Government and forthe payment of its 
debts. 

Sixth—The public lands are the com- 
mon property of the whole people, and 
should not be sold to speculators nor 
granted to railroads or corporations, but 
should be donated to actual settlers in 
limited quantities. 

Seventh—The Government should, by 
general enactment, encourage the de- 
velopment of our agricultural, mineral, 
mechanical, manufacturing, and com- 
mercial resources, to the end that la- 
bor may be fully and profitably em- 
ployed, but no monopolies should be le- 
galized. 

Kighth—All useless offices should be 
abolished, the most rigid economy en- | 
forced in every branch of the public ser- 
vice, and severe. punishment inflicted 
upon public officers who betray the trusts 
reposed in them. 


Ninth—As educated labor has devised 
means for multiplying production by in- 
vention and discoveries, and as their use 
requires the exercise of mind as well as 
body, such legislation should be had that 
the number of hours of daily toil will be 
reduced, giving to the working classes 
more leisure for mental improvement 
and social enjoyment, and saving them 
from premature decay and death. 


Tenth—The adoption of an American 
monetary system as preposed herein will 
harmonize all differences in regard to 
tariff and Federal taxation, reduce and 
equalize the cost of transportation by 
land and water, distribute equitably the 
joint earnings of capital and labor,secure 
to the producers of wealth the results of 
their labor and skill, muster out of ser- 
vice the vast hordes of idlers who under 
the existing system grow rich upon the 
earnings of others, that every man and 
woman may by theirown efforts secure 
a competence, so that overgrown fortunes 
and extreme poverty will be seldom 
found within the limits of our Repub-

FINAL DECREE IN THE UNIVERSITY 
CHANCERY CASE, 

The final decree in the University 
chancery case was entered on the 
l6th, B. F. Granger, of Ann Arbor, 
received atelegram from Regent Rynd 
on Friday requesting Mr. Granger's 
services as attorney for the University 
in the place of Senator Christianey re- 
signed. Mr, Granger requested a con- 
tinuance of the case. Mr. Webber in 
reply said that of all the strange moves 
in the case he thought this was the 
strangest. He had supposed that it 
was for the interest of the University 
to have the case decided as soon as- 
possible and deprecated the idea of 
further delay. 

Judge Huntington said that some 
changes seemed to be necessary in the 
report of the commissioner for various 
reasons. The ledger excesses and the 
voucher excesses were some in favor of 
Rose and some against him. A ledger 
excess was when the amount entered 
on the ledger was in excess of that on 
the student’s certificate. Voucher ex- 
cesses were the reverse of this, the 
amount on the certificate being in ex- 
cess of that on the ledger. The most 
natural interpretation of these ex- 
cesses was to attribute them to acci- 
dent and as incidental to the system of 
keeping accounts. He should so con- 
sider them. Other classes of accounts 
were discussed. ‘The accounts report- 
ed to the Regents and not signed by 
the name or initial of Dr. Douglas 
were not delinquent and so not pro- 
perly in controversy. If they were 

i the most probable inference was that 
the initials had been omitted by over- 
sight. In regard to the disputed items 
of $104.25, $66.19 and $26.10, the Judge. 
stated that he had made a careful ex- 
amination of them and was able to 
agree with the commissioner that there 
was an irreconcilable mass of testi- 
mony in regard to the items of which 
these several sums were composed. 
The most reasonable conclusion was 
that the evidence altogether fails to 
show what did or what did not enter 
into these bills. The evidence on 
this question must be considered un- 
satisfactory. 

The Judge thought it proper that 
interest at the rate of seven per cent. 
should be eharged each defendant 
upon theamount of delinquent or un- 
paid accounts at the close of each year. 

He considered that the sureties, Beal, 
and the executors of Smith could not, 
nnder thestipulation, be held for the 
cost of the case. But as to the costs 
between defendants he wasin more 
doubt, and these he reserved for fur- 
ther direction. 

He would grant a delay, if he bad 
supposed it in the interest of ultimate 
justice; but for some time it had been 
unmistakably manifest that delays had 
not been asked for to bring about any 
disposition of the ease, and he was 
forced to the conclusion thatit was the 
interest of all concerned that it should 
be brougbt to a close as speedily as 
was consistent with the rights of par- 
ties. If any errors had been made 
they could be corrected by appeal. 

It had never been his judgment that 
the case should be tried without a jury. 
The fact that it was not tried by ajury, 
it should be remembered, was due, not 
to himself, but tothe parties of the 
suit, owing in some measure to the 
views of the distinguished senior coun- 
sel of the University. The Judge had 
only yielded to the unanimous request 
of counsel. 

He had also been anxious for the re- 
hearing of the case, but it was not to 
be, He had no doubt that the parties 
had ample time to reproduce all proofs 
offservice to them. 

The case was one in which persons 
equally intelligent may from its com- 
plicated character form different 
opinions. No one, however, could 
havea settled opinion of the case ex- 
cept by a careful examination and 
analysis of the accounts and the ques- 
tions growing out of them. He had 
given the case his best efforts and had 
stated his conclusions. If he had 
erred, he coukd only bope that an ap- 
peal would correct bis errors. Whether 
his decision should be then approved, 
reversed or altered, was of no imports 
ance to him, all that he desired wa- 
that justice should be done. 

Hon. Wm. L. Webber, having pre- 
pared a decree in aceordance with the 
opinion of the judge, presented it to 
the court, by whom it was signed. 

By the decree the indebtedness of 
Douglas is fixed at $1,275 with interest 
at 7 per cent from the close of the fiscal 
years in which the sums were received 
by him, and the amount of such inter- 
«st to date, is fixed at the sum of $661, 
making a total sum of $1,836. 

The indebtedness of Rose is fixed at 
$3,466 85, with interest. at seven per 

| cent. from the close of the fiscal years 
in which the sums were received by 
him, and the amount of such interest. 
to this date at the sum of $1,806 81, 
making a total sum of $4,773 66. 

Certain amounts are apecified, 
which are to be deducted from these 
awards, leaving on the part of Douglas 
a gross indebtedness of $1,672 68, and 
on the part of Rose of $4,647 55, for the 
payment of which sixty days are al- 
lowed, it being especially provided © 
that Rice A. Beal, and defendants 
Smith, Wilson and Street, Rose’s 
bondsmen, are holden for any defauit 
he may make in payment. 

Costs against either of the defendants 
are excepted from this order.

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State Prison Cruelties. 

The New Jersey State Prison in- 
vestigating eemmittee is still busy 
turning out facts. The testimony of 
Anthony K. Perry, Marshal of the 
prison, relates how Jacob Snook, an 
exceedingly troublesome convict, was 
placed on the stretcher, an improve- 
ment upon the rack, which allows its 
victim to lie down, and was strung up 
by the wrists, with his feet just touch- 
ing the floor. This sort of treatment, 
itis said, will preduce death within 
five minutes in frequent cases. He 
was suspended but a short time, 
and once appealed te the marshal to 
know whether he meant to kill him. 
The attendants left bim, and return- 
ingin a few minutes found tne man 
dead. Dr. Tbomas H. Mackenzie, 
county physician, held no inquest in 
the case of Snook. He made inquii- 
ies, but was told nothing of the pun- 
ishment to which the convict had 
been subjected, and believed that he 
was found dead in his cell. He made 
a post mortem, in conjunction with 
Dr. W. W. L. Phillips, the prison phy- 
sician, and found the membranes of 
the brain roughened and thickened, 
indicating that the man had died of 
meningeties. The lateral ventricles 
were also greatly extended. 

Henry Veghte, formerly a guard on 
the wall of the prison, testified that he 
saw the gag used often; saw men in 
the dungeon hung up by their arms 
and pulled up by the pully so that 
their toes just touched the ffoor; men 
were sometimes chained to the floor.

THE INDIANS DISCOVERED.

glass showed tobe Indians, Mr. Max- 
well at once halted his party, and soon 
discovered he was in the vicinity of 
about 40 lodges ef hostile Indians. 
The wagons were turned back and the 
party retreated toward O'Fallon 
Creek. The Indians followed but did 
not attack, and Mr. Maxwell, having 
reached the timber and water, selected 
a high point of land and went into 
camp. A ravine ran around three 
sides of the camp, and it was natur- 
ally strong and easily defended. It 


selected his camp, and the entire nignt 
was spent in fortifying it. ‘The bluffs 
did not run close to the water or tim- 
ber, and the party had to take position 
about 200 yards from water or wood.

‘was put on for that purpose.” The 
witness saw it done twice; once with 
a man named Murray. Dr. Phillips 
applied the alcohol. It was set fire to 
and made asore six inches long and 
two inches wide. Murray had fits 
afterwards. ‘The witness saw a pris- 
oner vomit from the use of the gag. 
The stretcher, he said, was used from 
fifteen to twenty minutes at atime. 
Gen. Mott once ordered one for 
forty minutes. The witness saw 
Snook hanging dead, but did not know 
that he was dead. The prisoners, he 
said, generally made a noise, after a 
few minutes, and sometimes a man 
would climb upon the crossbar, when 
the keepers would chain him to the 
floor, so as to prevent his escaping 
punishment. Gen. Mott’s punish- 


chased a keeper with a Knife and re- 
ceived forty minutes in the stretcher, 
Snook was represented to be a very 
bad man, and was punished twice by 
the stretcher.

The wagons 
formed one side, and logs, sacks filled 
with earth and sand, the other sides. 
Caves were dug for the women and 
strong rifle-pits placed on three sides 
of the camp. 

WAITING FOR THE BATTLE TO BEGIN. 


All night long the men heard cattle 
bellowing, and they were driven up 
and around the fort, in the hope that 
the little garrison would come out and 
altempt to capture them; but Mr. 
Maxwell kept his men within the fort. 
About midnight one of the party crept 
out of the works, and, avoiding the 
Indians, started to Fort Keogh for

THE FIGHT BEGINS. 


During the night the men in the 
fort heard the Indians coming up the 
ravine mounted.

Halting at theCreek, they dis- 
mounted, tied their ponies, and com- 
menced crawling toward the fort. Mr. 
Maxwell told the men to Keep very 
still and let them come on until he 
called out “Fire!” and then to work 
the breech-loaders hard and steady.

THE SECOND DAY'S BATTLE. 

During the remainder of the day and 
all the following night the situation 
remained unchanged. The Indians 
sat by their fires, and every now and 
then made an ineffectual attempt to 
talk with the men in the fort. On the 
morning of the second day, which, 
Mr. Calfee thinks, was the 18th of 
January, the Indians renewed the at-_ 
tack. The little band of white men 
were surrounded on every side, and 
the charges were most determined, but 
after half an hour’s fighting the In- - 
dians fell back. They next commenc- 
ed shooting with bows and arrrows, © 
firing in the air so the arrows would 
drop within the’fort. This is a 
most dangerous game, as an Indian 
can throw an arrow so it will come ~ 
down point foremost within aninchof 
any mark. The men did not have 
their backs and heads protected from 
above, and one was soon wounded, but 
all lay still and did not expose them- 
selves. Toward noon an Indian, who — 
had been sitting smoking on the hill, 
got up and walked down toward the 
fort. He continued to approach, de- 
spite the bullets, until within sixty 
yards of the breastworks when he fell — 
dead. The savage was probably a- 
medicine man,and thought thewhites — 
could not hit hina, or he may probably 
have been tired of living and took that — 
opportunity to make an end of him- 
self. 

Failing toaccomplish anything with 
their bows and arrows, the Indians fell 
back and again counseled. They seem- 
ed to think the only way was to wate 
the fort and starve out the garrison. 
Creeping up close to the works, not a 
head could be raised or a hand exposed 
but it brought a dozen bullets from the 
grass. One Indian was observed creep- 
ing almost within the works when a 
shot from Maxwell laid himout. The 
men saw another approach, lying on a 
pony, and fired, hitting the pony in 
the head and leaving the redskin to — 
scramble off as best he could. 

A NEW DANGER. 

The water was giving out and the 
men becoming thirsty. To meet this 
new danger a passage was dug under 
the breastworks and one of the party _ 
crawled out, and, under cover, went ~ 
down and got water.

The National Convention of the 
United States Export Trade met at 
Washington on the 20th. 

The ecoavention, afier much 
sion, adopted the annexed resolu- 
tions: 

First—That all interests in the 
country demand the maintenance or 
enlargement of ocean steamship lines 
between the United States and a 
places that can offer a market for our 
products, because the products of our 
forests, of our stil, of our mines and 
of our mills demand the largest outlet

Second—That publie policy, no less 
than National pride, demands that 
such lines shall be, as far as may be, 
American built, American owned and 
American sailed.
